WHAT CAN AMERICA OFFER

That i the Question Hard-Headed
Englishmen Am Asking,

DISCUSS ALLIANCE WITH THIS COUNTRY

Genernl Opinlon of Thinking Men thnat
for the Present Good Lndere
standing is the Hest for
Beth Countries,

NEW YORK, June 6§ —Many of the ques-
tions asked by Englishmen eince Mr. Cham-
berlain's unexpected advocacy of an Amer-
fcan alllance are practical ones, says a Loun-
don correspondent of the Tribune. ““What
have the Americans,” they lnquire, “lo offer
us |n return for our meral support and
prestige. We can understand how much
they have to gain from an alllance with the
power having the strongest Neet nfloat, espe-
cially if they are bent on changing thelr
foreign policy apd taking an active part in
East ladian as well as Weet Indlan affalrs.
But an alliance must be based on equiva-
lent advantage. What compen=ation will
there be for England In return for the
tremendous power of her navy ™'

These are questions constantly put to
Americans living In London.

The beet reply which can be made to
questions of this kind are that America will
be the strongest sufeguard to England’s food
supply during war times. The statisticlans
have shown that the wheat hatvest ol the
United Kingdom is only egual (o the re-
quirements of fourteen weeks, and during
the remainiog thirty-eight weeks an im-
ported supply fe the oniy resource. During
the greater part of the year there 1s never
more than six weeks' supply of wheat In
England. 1f supplies of food were cut off,
or partly interrupted, the price of bread
would rise and a large part of the populn-
tion would starve. This is a source of dan-
ger in time of war, as every sober-minded
Englishman knows.

The United Kingdom, with its Insular po-
sitton and its powerful fleet, would be se
ro against Invasion. but it would not be
eoted  against famine. No saleguard
uld be =0 valuable to England as a good
understunding with America, from which
the lurgest share of the \mported food sup-
ply is drawn. Such an understanding would
bé worth as much as a powerful auxiliary
nusy The Yerburgh commission on Da-
tional whest reserves has recently meade an
investigation into the food resources of the
Ual Kingdom and recommended the pur-
chase and storage by the British go¥
of 5000000 gquarters of wheat. This st :

and dry docks if there is to be ¢o-opérition
with Great Britain. Otherwise an alliance
nould be a one-sided bargain, with the
obligations saddled mainly on England and
the advantages enjoyed by the Unlied States
it & minimum cost and without & sense of
responsibility. Those who discuss the mat-
ter in this spirit, contend that one of the
conditions of an alllance must Le an obil-
gation on the part of the United States 1o
increase the efficiency of the npavy, to main-
tain a powerful fleet in the East Indies, and
to doutle the strength of the standing army
on & peace footing.
Excehange of Territory.

Another proposition for an effective al-
liance betweeén the two countries relates to
an exchange of territory to be efectad for
mutual advantage. Englishmen who have
aceurate knowledge of the condition of their
West Indian possessions are in despuir over

thelr future, The sugar lslands are
doomed, they nssert, as dependencles of a
country whose free trude policy does not

permit tariff discriminations in their favaor
The United Siates, on the other hand,
with Ita tariff system and its great market
for sugar, may he able to develop thelr re-

sources nnd restore thelr prosperity Why
should not Jamalca and other islands, nsk

With Gallagher's Help the Raformer
Appropriates Gamblers’ Muney.

QUEER WAY OF COLLECTING ATTORNEY FEES

Questionable Proceeding by Which
Five Handred Dollars Held in
Trast hy Chief of Pollee Has
Beenm Made to Disappear.

The acquittal Jast week of . H. Dietrieh
on the charge of malntalning a gambling
resort promises to bring up an interesting
case. In which Reformer Frank Hansom,
chalrman of the silver state committee, and
Chlef of Police Gallagher figure in rather
uneavory roles.

When the Diamond gambling house was
raided by the police last Pebruary the wum
of $1.127.51 waa taken from the pince and
from the persons of the alleged proprietors,
F. J. Boyd and G. H. Dietrich, after the
latter had been arrested and taken to the
eity jall. Of this money $500 has disap-
pesred, with indicatlons that |t has gone
into the pockets of Rantom.

It seems that the arrested gamblers; think-
ing a political pull would help them, em-
ployed Frank Ransom and W, F. Gurley to
look after thelr Interests. These two at-
torneys were around the police court when
the preliminary hearing was up, but as
they did not do anything to protect their
clients their services were dispensed with
when the prisoners were bound over to the
dlstrict court. At the time they were em-
ploved Ransom and Gurley are sald to have
etated their fee wotld be $204 and that that
would be all that was necessary to get the

gamblers discharged by the police julge.
After he was dropped out of the case
Ransom made a demand for $50 and on

receiving a refusal bethought himeself of the
$1,127 that was belng held by his friend, the
chief of police., ostensibly as evidence for
use In the trial. To give Chief Gallagher a
colotable excuse for turniog over the eash
Ransom began lmportuning County Attorney
Baldrige for an order for a portion of the
money taken from the place that was ralded.
The county attorney at first declined to
Intervens excepl at the request of Boyd and
Dietrich.
